ATLANTIC HEADS 
BG ICE MERGER 


Headquarters for Giant 
Combine Will Be Locat- 
ed in Atlanta. 


Merger of the assets and facilities 
of two of the south’s largest manufac- 
turers and distributors of ice was.dis- 
closed Wednesday with announcement 
of purchase by the Atlantic Ice & 
Coal Company of the Southeastern Ice 
Utilities Corporation, Portsmouth, 
Va. The transaction gives the Atlanta 
‘concern total assets of more than $25,- 
000,000 and an operating territory of 
seven states. : 

Atlanta is to be the headquarters 
of the combined ice manufacturing 
corporation, according to the plans of 
the merger. No change will be made 
in the present officers of the Atlantic 
Ice & Coal Company. Letters from the 
president of the Atlantic, F. W. Beaz- 
‘ley,’ are expected to be in the ‘hands 
of stockholders today announcing the 
‘transaction, which will make Atlanta 

the headquarters of one of the na- 
tion's largest corporations of its kind. 

According to the terms of the 
imerger, the Atlantic Ice & Coal Com- 
i} pany, with assets of $16,000,000, pur- 
chased the Southeastern Ice Utilities 
Corporation, having assets of $10,- 
000,000, issuing to the owners of the 
latter corporation Class A Atlantic 
Iee stock equivalent to their equities 
in Southeastern Ice. The latter are 
subject to $4,000,000 bonded indebted- 
ness. No Class B stock of the Atlantie 
Ice was given. 

General benefits to be derived 
through merger of the two organiza- 
tions, as pointed out by officials of 
the Atlantic Ice & Coal Company, will 
(include the operating economy to be 
jeffected by combination of the over- 
‘head operations of the two organiza- 
tions, added security to the ecom- 
pany’s earnings through deriving these 
,from a wider and more varied terri- 
tory, and the increase of lines and 
distribution by the Atlantic Ice & 
Coal Company. 

Mr. Beazley has been a. connecting 

link between the Southeastern Ice 
Utilities Corporation and the Atlan- 
tic Ice & Coal Company for several 
years.

CALIFORNIA’S COUNTIES. 
Out in California this year a 
“Legislative Commission on County 


Home Rule,” after a careful investi- 


gation of county government condi- 
tions in the state, made recommen- 
dations for legislation to reform and 
reguiarize the conduct of county af- 
fairs. 

It is first proposed to amend the 
state constitution so as to give the 
State larger control of county gov- 
ernments, to classify counties and 
provide optional charters defining 
their powers, establishing a chief 
executive for each county, as in the 
case of municipal corporations, to 
co-ordinate all county functions, and 
to facilitate the use of municipal 
powers by counties electing to op- 
erate in that way. 

Perhaps the most pertinent rec- 
ommendation is that for ‘‘consolida- 
tion of functions or offices within 
the county, between counties, or 
between counties and cities.” 

That is the suggestion that goes 
to the roots of many of the evils 
in county government of which peo- 
ple almost everywhere complain. 
For instance, the recommendation 
says that only the assessor, auditor, 
district attorney, sheriff and judges 
Should be elected, other officers to 
be appointed by the county chief

M’CARRISON RECOMMENDS 
VITAMIN A. 


Colonel Bomert McCarrison is rec- 
ognized as one of the foremost au- 
thorities on nutrition. He is direc- 
tor of nutritional research in the In-' 
dian Fund Research association. In 
his laboratories at Coonoor in the 
Blue mountains of southern India he 
maintained a stock of albino rats of 
which he uses about a thousand a 
year. The rats are fed on a diet simi- 
lar to that of certain: tribes in north- 
ern India, among which tribes are 
many of the finest physical specimens 
of mankind. The -diet consists of 
whole wheat flour, unleavened bread 
lightly spread with fresh butter, le- 
gumes, raw carrots, raw cabbage, 
fresh raw whole milk, a small ration 
of raw meat and bones once a week. 
The rats so fed have no infantile 
mortality and no deaths of adults 
from natural causes. ' 


Over a thousand rats so fed have 
been subjected to careful necropsies, 


if you know what Il mean. If you 
don’t know, it will never bother you. 
No evidence of disease has been found 
in them, with the sole exception of 
occasional cyst of the liver containing 
tapeworm larvae, ' 
Experiments on a large scale have 
been made, feeding some of these. rats 
on diets similar to those commonly 
used by some other Indian’ peoples— 
such as cereals’ and vegetable fats 
with little or no milk, butter and fresh 
vegetables. Among these rats, al- 
though they were kept under the same 
hygienic conditions as the others, all 
kinds of disease occurred, in the ears, 
in the gastro-intestinal tract; in the 


the nervous system; in the heart. 


Of all the diets used in these rat 
feeding experiments, McCarrison 
found this one, similar to the diet of 
a majority of people in England, was 
the worst: White bread, margarine, 
tea, sugar, jam, preserved meat, and 


a seanty allowance of overcooked veg- : 


etables. In America perhaps our 
staple diet is a mite better than that, 
yet not much better, for a large por- 
tion of the population, particularly in- 
dustrial and clerical slaves in our 
towns and cities. 


MeCarrison has carried out similar 
experiments with guinea-pigs, rabbits.

Character is not easy to define, but its minimum requirements are 
a sense of duty, a capacity for unselfishnéss, the ability to endure ad- 
versity, and that high pride in honor which keeps a man faithful to his 
pledged word despite loss or punishment. ‘ 

_ Of what use is a man if he isn’t dependable? How can you deal with 
him if his word is no good? A man’s word is his honor, and the measure 
of his honor is the measure of the man. If his word is worthless, the 
man is worthless. 

_ Selfishness has robbed the ‘“‘modern” of character. His one guide 
is desire. His one standard of right is the thing that affords him pleasure 
and profit. He recognizes no obligation except that to please himself. 

_ If a law doesn’t please him, he breaks it. If his wife displeases him, 
his marriage vows are forgotten. If a contract threatens loss, he hires 2 
lawyer to Save his purse at the price of his honor. 

Childish selfishness has taken the place of that old-fashioned quality 
called “bottom.” There is much mouthing about “sportsmanship,” but 
how many men swallow bitter pills if they can avoid it by the mere sac- 
rifice of honor? ,

Since April 15, when 
this total was approximately $28,- 
300,000, there has been a gain of 
more than $21,000,000. 

Total discounts increased $5,200,- 
000 from August 12 to September 9, 
and were only $7,600,000 less than 
at the same time last year. Deposits 
increased but reserves declined 
slightly. 

Press reports indicate a slight im- 
provement in the demand for south- 
ern pine lumber which continued 
throughout August and, although 
prices are still unsatisfactory, there 
has been a decided stiffening in some 
items. 

Production of lumber is being held 
below the volume of orders being cur- 
rently received and stocks at the 
mills are being reduced.

In competition is the soviet- 
ism of Russia and the dictatorship 
of Italy, where the king is as dead 
as if he were in the tombs of his 
ancestors.” 

Before Mr. Crisp began his address 
news had been received here of the 
election of Robert D. Johnson, Mis- 
souri democrat, to the national house. 
This gives the democrats 214 seats 
in the house, the same number now 
held by the republicans, and caused 
democratic hopes to run high for con- 
trol of the next house of representa- 
tives, » 

Mr. Crisp advocated an interna- 
tional conference of capjtalists for re- 
duction of tariff. He pointed to the 
great sums of.money lent Kuropean 
nations by the United States during 
the Werld War, and said he does not 
favor further scaling of the 
debts, which, he predicted, will 
proposed. 

The Smoot-Hawley tariff was a 
contributing factor to national dis- 
tress, he said, because it raised tariff, 
incurred international enmity of “all 
other nations of the world,:’ and “they 
have adopted retaliatory measures, 
he declared.

People the 
world over look alike, act alike, but 
as a whole the European people are 
more courteous than the American.

The improve- 
ménts in American life are due 
more favorable environment. , The 
conclusion, naturally, is that there 
is a responsibility resting upon each 
individual American. He must not 
stand upon the side lines, but mist 
take his share of the rough, hard part 
of life as much as of the good, smooth 
part.

If there had been no peace of Ver- 
sailles, there would be no peace in 
Europe today.

“must give fair trade; she must give 
these nations a chance to buy and,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—()— 
Convinced that “bear raids” on the 
stock markets are a contributing fac- 
tor to the depression, Senator Watson, 
of Indiana, the republican leader, 
warred the stock exchange today that 
it faced investigation of these prac- 
tices. 

Senator Watson speaks with con- 
siderable authority in the administra- 
tion and his prediction that “a thor- 
ough and searching investigation of 
this method of dealing with stocks 
will be made by a senate committce” 
was regarded as significant. wel 

This practice of selling securities 
in the market for the purpose of reap- 
ing profits from a consequent drop 
in values yesterday drew a ban from 
one stock exchange firm in New York, 
which announced it would refuse to 
loan money for this pur = 

“The whole industrial and com- 
mercial world,” said Senator Watson, 
“seems to be under the spell of the 
stock market and New York city 
seems to be dazed by the résults of 
these transactions. It is the beliet of 
many that we shall not recover fram 
our present depression until transac. 
tions of this kind are either prohib- 
ited or greatly curtailed-or properly 
safeguarded in the publie interest. 

“Many senators are of the belief 
that brokerage houses should not be 
permitted to lend the securities of 
their customers unless either express- 
ly ordered to do so by them or their 
consent is obtained for that purpose. 
They are of the opinion that an order 
of that kind by the stock exchange ic- 
self would be salutary at a time like 
this or, failing in that, that some 
legislation might be enacted that 
would compel the adoption of such 
a course. 

“They further believe that all short 
transactions should be thrown open to 
the public; that the light of day 
should be permitted to shine in upon 
all of their details; that the names 
of the individuals and the brokerage 
houses should be made public; that 
the stocks dealt in should be mado 
known and that all the details of each 
transaction should be subject to pub- 
lic serutiny.
